NOVELTYflSH AND INVENTIVE STEPflS): Claims 1-12 

None of the individual documents above, or any obvious combination of these documents, disclose all the 
features of the invention as defined in claim 1, and its appended claims 2 to 12. 

The closest prior art document (Dl) discloses an ink ejection arrangement of a nozzle chamber with ink and the 
ink is ejected by means of a thermal actuator in the form of a nozzle paddle. The document does not teach or 
fairly suggest the arrangement of a static and active ink ejection structures positioned on a substrate and at least 
two actuators that cause rectilinear movement of the active ink ejection structure, with respect to the static 
ejection structure, towards and away from the substrate. 

Consequently the invention as defined in claims 1 to 12 meets the requirements of Articles 33(2) and 33(3) of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step.
